Independent claims 17, 22 and 24 each require an operation mode that skips a 
scan of the transparent original image irradiated with the invisible light before or after 
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executing a scan of the transparent original image irradiated with visible light is 
selectable. This feature in combination with other limitations of any of claims 17, 22 and 
24 is not taught by the prior art of record, including Edgar et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
6,590,679) submitted by Applicant on January 23, 2006, which was cited by the 
examiner in a December 14, 2005 Office action in a related (DIV) application serial 
number 10/974,522, and Edgar (U.S. Patent No. 5,266,805), cited by Applicant. 

Claims 1,3, 5-8, 11,13-16, 18-20, 25-27, 32, and 36-40 depend on claim 17, 
directly or indirectly. Claims 2, 21 , 34, 45, and 46 depend on claim 22. Claims 10, 23, 
35, 47, and 48 depend on claim 24.
